Bill No. 115 of 1985 

A Bill to provide for the abolition of the Legislative Council of the State 
of Andhra Pradesh and for matters supplemental, incidental and 
consequential thereto. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. (f) This Act may be called the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Council short

(a) “appropriate Government’" means, as respects a law relating 
to a matter enumerated in List I in the Seventh Schedule to the 
Constitution, the Central Government, and as respects any other law, 
the State Government;

7. (7)- A Bill pending in the Cnnucil immediately before the com¬ 
mencement of this Act which tia.s not been passed by the Legislative 
Assembly shall lapse on the ubuliPon of the Council- 

(.2) A Bill pending in the Council, immediately before the com¬ 
mencement of this Act which has |■.■‘en passed by the Legislative 
Assembly shall not lapse on the abolition of the Council, but on such 
abolition shall be deemed lo have be'n passed before such commence¬ 
ment by both Houses of the Legislature of the State of Andhra Pradesh 
in the form in w'hich it was passed by the Legislative Assembly. 

(3) If a Bill which having been passed by the Legislative Assembly 
is, before the icommencement of this Act, either rejected by the Council 
or passed by the Council with amendments, the Legislative’ Assembly 
may, after such commencement, pass the Bill again with or without such 
amendments, if any, as have been made by the Council and the Bill so 
passed shall be deemed to be a Bill introduced in and; passed by the 
Legislative Assembly after the commcricement of this Act. 

8. The appropriate tTovemment mov, before the expiration of one year 
from the commeiicement I'r’tl’’'-: A‘1, b'' order, published in the Official 
Gazette, make such atlapiai: jii;j and in.: dific.-itioms ot any law rnadc before 
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such cominencement'whether by way of repeal or amendment aa may 
bo necessary or expedient in consequence of the abolition of the Council 
under section 3, and thereupon every such law shall have effect subject to 
the adaptations and irijodiflcations so made. 

9. Notwithstanding that no provision or insufficieHt provision has been 
made under section 8 for the adaptation or modification of a law made 
before the comme,ncement of this Act, any court, tribunal or authority 
required or emi»wered ?o_ enforce such law may construe the law in such 
manner, without affecting the substance, as may be necessary or proper 
on account of the abolition of the Coun^ril, in regard to the matter before 
the court, tribunal or authority.

Sl'ATEMiiN l OF' OBJECTS AND KEASONS 

Under ar licle J69 of the Constitution, Pai-liament may, by law, provide 
for the abolition of the LegisiaUve Council of a State having such a 
Council, if the Legislative Assembly of the State passes a resolution to 
that effect by a majority of the total membership of ithe Assembly and 
by a majority of not less tlian two-thirds of the members of the Assembly 
present and voting. On the 24lh March, 19H3, the Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Andhra Pradesh passed a resolution in terms of article 
169 of tlie Constitution lor the abolition of the Legislative Council of ithat 
State. A like resolution was again passed by the Legislative Assembly 
of the State on the 30th April, 1965. It is accordingly proposed to abolish 
the Legislative Council of the State of Andhra Pradesh. 

-2. The Bill seeks to give effect to this object and also provides for 
matters supplemental, incidental and consequential to such aboJ.ltion.

MEMORANDUM REGARDINC DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

I 

Clause 8 of the Bill empowers the appropriate Government to make^ 
such adaptations and modifications of any law made before the commence¬ 
ment of the proposed legislation as may be necessary or expedient in 
consequence of the aholuion of the Legislative Council of Ihe State of 
Andhra Prade.sh. Tliis power will be available only for a period of one 
year from tlie coinmeuce'ment of the proposed legislation. The adapta- 
tion.s and modifications can he only such as are necessary or expedient 
in consequence of the abolition of the Council and cannot affect the 
substance of (ho laws adapted or modified. 

2. The delcgatioii of legistative power is of a normal character.
